indistry, finance and agriculture have 
been invited to attend a meeting at 
White Sulpbur Springs, W. Va., be- 
ginning December 17. The invitations 
were sent out by Chamber of Com-

The vonference hopes to agree on 
program behind which all busi- 
ness, industry, agriculture and finance 
may unite, and which would repre- 
sent to the Roosevelt administration 
what business thinks the government 
should do. It also would indicate 
the foundation on which business was 
willing to co-operate with the govern- 
ment. 
Names Not Made Public. 

The names of those invited were 
not made public, the committees feel- 
ing a list should not be issued until 
it is known who will attend. 

The invitation said, in part: 

“The purpose of this conference is 
to consider various suggestions for a 
constructive program to accelerate re- 
covery from our existing economic 
condition. 

“We need your advice and help,

' THE SEARCH FOR SAFETY 

The progress of the year-round 

safety campaign of the A., B. & C. 

railroad, outlined in a statement is- 
sued by the road through the safety 
first committee of its employes, re- 
yeals what can be accomplished by 
concerted effort toward making life 
and limb safe despite the ever-in- 
 ereasing speed of modern transpor- 
; tation. 
Re The engineers of the road have 
bpeen specially instructed in the Im- 
| portance of giving ample warning 
before they reach crossings; mainte- 
nance-of-way forces have kept down 
weeds and underbrush that ob- 
structed the view of crossings, and a 
campaign launched to impress upon 
ali motorists the vital necessity of 
heeding the precaution to “stop 
look and listen.” ö 
in every community along the 
line of the railroad safety slogans 
have been sounded, and all county 
superintendents have been urged to 
see that drivers of school buses take 
no chances of becoming involved in 
railroad crossing accidents. In one 
county, it is reported, the super- 
intendent and the entire teaching 
forces spent an entire. day discuss- 
ing ways and means ot prohibiting 
speeding, carelessness and taking 
chances” in the operation of school 
buses. 
| It is not surprising that with 
such a carefully designed and thor- 
oughly worked out safety cam- 
- paign, seeking the protection not 
only of the employes of the A., B. 
& C., but of the public, accidents 
along the line of the railroad have 
been far fewer than the average for 
the country. 
4s the size and speed of auto- 
| mobiles and trains increase, the 
need for the education of the public 
in safety matters also grows. The 
wisdom of safety campaigns is il- 
lustrated by the experience of the 
government in connection with the 
work on relief projects in Georgia 
during the past year. When these 
projects were first launched little 
attention was paid to safety pre- 
cautions, and there set in an ex- 
pensive and constantly increasing 
number of accidents in which lives 
and limbs were lost by relief work- 
ers. Then 2 competent safety engi- 
neer was named and given an effi- 
cient staff of assistants. Not only 
was the increase in accidents halted, 
but they have become a rarity in- 
stead of being the routine matter 
they once were. 
| What the government has done, 
- simply through intelligent study of 
© dangerous conditions and the con- 
duct of educational campaigns 
among workers, can be done, as il- 
lustrated by the results of the A., 
SB. & C. safety campaign, by all 
other employing organizations, by 
-local governments and by the 
public. 

Modern methods of living, trans- 
portation and labor have increased 
the danger of everyday life. The 
only way to counteract this increase 
im danger is through the applica- 

tion of safety precautions.

WHY CRIME IS ON THE RUN 

There has been no greater con- 
tributing cause to the decrease in 
gangsterism and major crime of all 
kinds in the United States during 
the past 18 months than the elimi- 
nation of the source from which the 
huge revenues were formerly se- 
cured for the protection of the over- 
lords of the underworld and the 
corruption of the forces of law and 
order. 

The extent to which the crime 
gangs in the larger cities of the 
country have lost revenues through 
repeal is revealed in the survey of 
the Associated Press in which it is 
shown that during the past year 
federal and state governments have 
collected more than $500,000,000 
in liquor taxes. 

Not all of this huge sum former- 
ly went into the financing of or- 
ganized crime, but a large part of it 
did. Through its use gang leaders 
were able to flout the police and 
the courts, and to surround them- 
selves with bodyguards of gunmen. 

When this revenue came to an 
end, the power of the underworld 
leaders. of the large cities of the 
country disappeared overnight, and 
there came an immediate diminution 
of crime. All that was left for the 
forces of law and order to do was 
to engage in a mopping-up process 
to eliminate the desperate and de- 
sparing former rulers of gangland. 

While the large cities are the 
greatest beneficiaries from the dis- 
appearance of organized crime, an 
improvement in conditions in every 
part of the country has resulted. 
During the era of crime the lesser 
lights of the city gangs staged 
forays into smaller cities and fled 
back to the safe protection of their 
leige lords. Now these havens. of 
safety no longer exist and the 
smaller communities as well as the 


larger ones Wave shown a steady 


lessening in niajor crime. 

The huge revenue collected by 
the federal and state governments 
reflects a distressing consumption

FOOD FOR BOYS. 


I wonder, sometimes, whether little 
boys in the tall timber are ever com- 
pelled by misguided parents to take 
castor oil any more. It’s a long while 
now since have been appealed to 
for succor in such a case.

If you say so my mother 
will cut out all the fresh fish and let 
me have the other kind. Our fish 
days in this bunk house are Mondays 
and Thursdays. I choked over today, 
but please, doctor, save me from 
Thursday. Thanks a lot.

Tunny, commonly called tuna, Dr. 
Webster informs me, is any of several 
sea fishes of the mackerel family, es- 
pecially the great tunny which often 
weighs 1,000 pounds. The tunny of 
the Atlantic coast is called horse 
mackerel and is rather coarse and oily. 
But the unny or tuna fish caught in 
the southern Pacific is fine eating. 

Either canned tuna fish or canned 
salmon is of the same value as the 
fresh fish in nutritive material. Can- 
ning fish in the modern way does not 
destroy the vitamins. Canned salmon 
has been found to retain a er- 
able portion of the iodin naturally 
present in sea fish. Indeed an ordi- 
nary can salmon contains more 
iodin than one gets in iodized salt in 
a whole month.

DURING RUSH HOURS 


Special emphasis on caution to 
drivers during certain hours of the 
day is a feature of the “drive right“ 
campaign being sponsored here by the 
Atlanta Motor Club in an effort to 


reduce Atlanta’s rate of fatal auto- 
mobile accidents. 

Statistics show that more accidents 
occur from 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
to dawn than during the rest of the 
24 hours. This is due to two prin- 
cipal factors—darkness and the heav- 
ier traffic at the close of the working 
day. Physical and mental fatigue 
render drivers less alert on their 
homeward way and night drivers are 
often in a carefree or exhilarated 
mood which is conducive to speed and 
thoughtless operation of their cars, it 
was brought out. 

Saturday and Sunday are the lead- 
ing days in number of accidents, and 
there is a decided increase of acci- 
dents in the late fall. 

Atlanta’s death rate for 1934 at 

the present time is 16 per cent above 
the 1933 figure for fatal automobile 
accidents. The campaign to reduce 
these accidents was started Saturday 
by the Atlanta Motor Club, and will 
be carried out in a year-round pro- 
gram with a special safety week in 
January.

Yesterday two great professional football teams played their 
“world series“ before a gigantic New York crowd. 

The first chapter in the story goes back years ago. 

It is back in the gay nineties at Nashville, Tenn-O-See. And 
the month of August. ; 

And a crowd of the curious are paying a dime each to enter 
a little booth and look at— 1 

A cake of ice melting. | , 

It was one of the first artificial cakes of ice ever 
manufactured in Nashville and the youthful entrepreneur 
who had seized on the idea of making people pay to see 
ice melt in the summer time, which is about the only 
time ice does any really serious melting, was named Wil- 
liam Pickens. | 
This apparently has no connection at all with the modern 

game of professional tennis or professional football but it has. 


In fact the chapter really begins just there. I had forgot 
that story of the ice, which is a legend at Nashville, until Harry 
Salsinger told it days ago. 

It was this same Bill Pickens who was later to travel 
to France and, without knowing a word of French and 
possessing only a congenial disposition and a gift of gab, 
sign Mile. Suzanne Lenglen to a professional tennis 
contract. 

And it was this same Bill Pickens who, lacking the finan- 
cial support, persuaded a fellow named C. C. Pyle to take 
Red Grange, his protege, out of the University of Illinois and 
start him out as a professional football star. 

Bill Pickens did not always have the money but he 
always had ideas and he swore by this axiom: Pub- 
licity can be turned into money. 

And so he became the guiding genius of C. C. Pyle and 
had he heeded the words of Bill Pickens there would have been 
no race from New York to California, no “bunion ‘derby,” 
which was a failure from start to finish because it had not the 
advantages of publicity and there was no way to herd the cus- 
tomers into an enclosure. And make them pay. 


THE PICKENS SAGA. 

Bill Pickens is gone now, gone to his reward and it should 
be a comfortable one. But if St. Peter does not watch care- 
fully Bill Pickens will be arranging flying races between the 
angels. He wouldn’t miss that chance. 


He was the born promoter. He thought in terms 
of publicity and gates. There was no mean streak in 
him but a mildness of manner and a gift for talking in 
a pleasant manner. 

He was superintending the building of an automobile race 
track in California, for auto racing was his love, when he stepped 
on a nail and was infected with the germ causing blood poison- 
ing. He stood toe to toe with that germ and battled but Bill 
was getting along in years and he couldn’t meet it. 

He was a great fellow and there is no need to hide 
anything in his record. It's worth telling between the 
covers of a book. 

He took Barney Oldfield and made him a fortune. He 
seized on every little method of making Oldfield’s name syn- 
onymous with speed. And he succeeded. He had Barney Old- 
field writing articles for the Saturday Evening Post— articles 
which Bill Pickens wrote with the help of a newspaper friend.

He had, more than any man, the gift of standing on his feet 
and entertaining one and all. 


GRANGE AND LENGLEN. 


When the late W. L. Stribling was training to fight Max 
Schmeling for the championship of the world, the newspaper- 
men were not giving the Stribling camp much of a play. 

Most of them were at the German’s camp. There 
was a bar at both places and the brands of ale were the 
same. And then one day, Bill Pickens checked in at 
the Stribling camp. The Garden, which had charge of 
both of these entertainment features for the fight re- 
porters, had sent him there to improve the entertain- 
ment. 

Within two days after Bill Pickens began to stand around, 
rocking slightly on the balls of his feet and talking, the crowd 
of news men at the Stribling camp could not be stirred with 
a stick. 

I stood there rocking with Bill Pickens, and asked 
him about signing Suzanne Lenglen, one of the most 
amazing stories in sport. She had just conquered the 
world in tennis.

Terrell ‘Lockridge was-lodged in the 
county jail and is in à serious condi- 
tion, suffering from three bullet 
wounds in the chest. There is no hos- 
pital here. Taft Lockridge, brother 
of the wounded man, also was taken 
into custody. Both men were identi- 
fied by three Dalton men as the ban- 
dits who robbed them ‘of $15 last 
week. 

The sheriff's party including Joe 
Jeff Moore, T. B. Baxter, Joe Bryant, 
as deputies, and H. W. Brittain, chief 
of police of Dalton, went to the Otis 
Carson farm Where the . Lockridge 
family lived. 

Sheriff Bryant and Chief Brittain 
knocked at the door. It was opened by 
Terrell, who is alleged to have fired 
at the officers, wounding Bryant in 
the leg. The posse then deployed 
about the building and shots were ex- 
changed. Taft Lockridge was caught 
as he attempted to leave the side door, 
as was Frank Lockridge. Terrell, up- 
stairs, fired a .12-guage shotgun at the 
ufficers, the sberiff said, killing the 
elder Lockridge. 

The police retreated and, holding 
fire, ordered Terrell to permit the chil- 
dren and Mrs. Frank Loekridge to 
leave the building. He did and es- 
caped from the building behind them, 
making it impossible for the police to 
shoot. 

The moment he was clear of the 
group, however, officers blasted away 
at him, three bullets lodging in his 
chest,
